Bvery hoat
brings great throngs of men, who start or
Cirels City the next day, and spread about
through the gold fields, A laborer can get
$10 0 day for his work when he geta up
there, and there 18 plenty of work for all
who go. Junonu I8 the lvelipst city 1 ever
saw,  Thera are nbout 2,000 people and thir-
ty-eight saloons. The people—men, women
and  clildren—sleen most of the day, and
st up celebrating almost all night. All na-
tionalltles are represented,  and gumbling
hvuzes, datee hills, ote., run full Blast.

“When I was there the wenther was mild,
but the strests waore plled op with snow and
le®, 8o they were hardly passable, There are
only two teams in the whole town, and these
go constantly bock and forth along the rlver
ilrunl. Mot of the otrects are not wide enough
for them to pies.  BEvery hotel i2 packed us
full as it will hold, and evory steamer that
comes In loaded to the guards.

“To get to the mines from Junean takes
about six woeks, The inlet must he firat
orossed o Dyea, nbout 100 miles. From there
there 1s o walk of forty milas neross the
maountaing to the headwaters of the \'ukém_
drapeing  provisions and ou'fit on sledges,
elther by hand or with dogs. Euaeh jparty
takes abont s months or a year's provisions,
a sheet-lron stove and a whipsaw. WMen the
Yukon I8 reached the whip-saw is brought
into requisition; tress are felled, ripped up
Into rough lumber and a boat Is bullt. After
thnt the trip 18 &n casy one, for all the party
has to do ls to got into the boat and float
down the Yukon to the gold fialda,

Lesclil, who speaks perfectly Intelligible
English, explained to an Olymplan reporter
something about the Shaker religion. He

religions, to make people better. Iy i a
good thing for the Indians,”” he sail, *Of
courae, there are some that fall back, but
we take them in agaln and fix them up all
right.

paper. I took it to a  photograph man
and had it all Axed up.
